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A.  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL  REGISTRY 


Each  year  the  government  makes  many  decisions  in  the  form  of  policies,  acts, 
regulations  and  instruments  (approvals,  orders,  permits,  etc.)  which,  when  put  into 
practice,  may  affect  the  environment.  Public  consultation  can  improve  decisions  and 
the  EBR  sets  out  a  minimum  level  of  consultation  on  government  decisions  which 
could  affect  the  environment. 

The  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  (EBR)  requires  the  establishment  of  an  environmental 
registry  (ER).  This  computerized  bulletin  board  will  enable  residents  of  Ontario  to  gain 
access  to  information  when  specific  ministries  in  the  government  are  making 
environmentally  significant  decisions. 

The  EBR  is  being  phased  in  over  a  five-year  period.  When  the  EBR  is  fully 
implemented,  the  14  subject  ministries  will  be  required  to  use  the  registry  to  notify 
the  public  of  environmentally  significant  decisions.  Initially,  the  registry  will  contain 
only  the  Statement  of  Environmental  Values  (SEV)  in  draft  form  for  each  of  the  14 
prescribed  ministries.  Next,  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy's  proposals  for, 
and  decisions  on,  environmentally  significant  policies,  acts  and  prescribed  regulations 
and  instruments  will  be  found  on  the  registry.  Appeals  on  instruments  and  court 
judgments  resulting  from  lawsuits  will  also  be  placed  on  the  registry. 

INFORMATION  FOUND  ON  THE  REGISTRY 

1)        Statement  of  Environmental  Values 


Each  ministry  subject  to  the  EBR  must  place  its  draft  statement  of 
environmental  values  on  the  environmental  registry  by  May  15,1 994.  These 
statements  will  be  the  first  type  of  information  placed  on  the  electronic 
registry. 


Members  of  the  public  will  be  able  to  comment  on  a  ministry's  draft  SEV  during  a 
three-to-four-month  comment  period.  The  EBR  requires  that  the  SEV  be  finalized 
within  nine  months  of  proclamation  of  the  bill  (by  Nov.  15,  1994).  If  a  ministry 
wishes  to  amend  its  final  SEV  after  it  has  been  placed  on  the  registry,  the  ministry 
must  notify  the  public  through  the  registry  and  provide  time  for  public  comment. 


2)        Proposals  and  decisions 

Ministries  whicli  are  subject  to  the  EBR  are  required  to  give  notice  on  the  registry  for 
a  minimum  of  30  days  of  proposals  for  environmentally  significant  policies  and  acts, 
regulations  under  prescribed  acts  and  prescribed  instruments. 

A  ministry's  decision,  after  considering  public  comment,  is  also  placed  on  the  registry. 

Once  a  decision  has  been  placed  on  the  registry,  there  is  a  1 5-day  period  where  the 
applicant  for  a  class  I  or  II  instrument  may  appeal  or  the  public  may  request 
permission  to  appeal.  (Instrument  classes  reflect  the  amount  of  public  consultation 
involved.)  In  the  event  of  an  appeal  or  request  for  leave  to  appeal,  notice  will  be 
placed  on  the  registry. 

Environmentally  significant  policies  and  acts 

An  act  is  a  bill  passed  by  the  provincial  legislature  and  often  contains  the  legal 
authority  to  make  regulations.  The  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  is  an  example  of  an 
act.  The  term  policy  refers  to  a  program,  plan  or  objective  and  includes  guidelines  or 
criteria  to  be  used  in  making  decisions  about  instruments.  The  3Rs  strategy  (reduce, 
reuse,  recycle)  of  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy  (MOEE)  is  one  example  of 
a  policy. 


The  second  type  of  information  to  be  placed  on  the  registry  is  environmentally 
significant  proposals  for  policies  and  acts  developed  by  MOEE,  beginning  Aug, 
1 5, 1 994.  All  other  prescribed  ministries  will  enter  notice  of  policies  and  acts 
starting  April  1,  1995. 


Regulations  and  prescribed  Instruments 

Regulations  contain  detailed  codes  of  conduct,  standards  and  procedures.  Notice  on 
the  registry  of  a  proposed  regulation  may  be  accompanied  by  a  regulatory  impact 
statement  which  explains  the  environmental  significance  of  the  regulation.  The 
refrigerants  regulation  introduced  by  MOEE  is  an  example  of  the  type  of  regulation 
which  would  be  found  on  the  registry. 

An  instrument  is  any  legal  document  such  as  a  permit,  licence,  approval, 
authorization,  direction  or  order.  The  EBR  establishes  three  classes  of  environmentally 
significant  instruments  -  class  I,  class  II  and  class  III.  Classes  are  determined  by  the 
level  of  public  participation  required  in  the  decision-making  process. 


The  third  type  of  information  to  be  placed  on  the  registry  will  be  proposals  for 
environmentally  significant  regulations  and  prescribed  instruments.  Starting 
dates  are: 

Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy  (MOEE)  Nov.  1 5,  1 994 

Ministry  of  Natural  Resources  (MNR)  April  1,  1996 

Ministry  of  Northern  Development  and  Mines  (MNDM)  April  1,  1996 

Ministry  of  Consumer  and  Commercial  Relations  (MCCR)  April  1,  1996 

Ministry  of  Municipal  Affairs  (MMA)  April  1,  1998 

Other  prescribed  ministries  N/A 


The  prescribed  instruments  for  MOEE  have  been  specifically  identified  in  the  draft 
regulation  MOEE  Classification  of  Instruments  under  the  EBR,  which  is  expected  to  be 
finalized  in  the  fall  of  1994. 

Other  ministries  required  to  place  notices  of  instruments  on  the  registry  will  develop 
and  introduce  their  own  draft  regulations,  classifying  their  instruments. 

Exemptions  to  registry  notice 

Exemptions  are  cases  where  no  advance  notice  on  the  registry  is  provided  before  a 
decision  is  made.   These  include: 

•  Emergency  policies,  acts,  regulations  or  instruments 

•  Cases  where  equivalent  public  participation  processes  have  occurred 

•  Instruments  which  implement  decisions  made  under  the  Environmental 
Assessment  Act  or  by  a  public  tribunal 

•  Budget  and  economic  statements 

3)        Public  appeals  on  class  I  and  class  II  instruments 

An  appeal  process  for  ministry  decisions  for  class  I  and  II  instruments  is  also 
established  in  the  EBR.  Once  a  decision  on  a  class  I  or  class  II  instrument  is  placed 
on  the  registry,  an  individual  may  apply  for  leave  to  appeal  or  permission  to  appeal  the 
decision.  (This  new  right  to  seek  leave  to  appeal  only  exists  where  the  applicant  for 
the  instrument  has  an  appeal  right).  The  individual  seeking  leave  to  appeal  must 
demonstrate  that  the  decision  was  made  without  regard  to  the  relevant  law  and 
policies  and  that  significant  environmental  damage  could  occur  as  a  result  of  the 
decision  which  was  made. 


An  appellate  body  (the  Environmental  Appeal  Board  for  activities  which  fall  under  the 
nnandate  of  MOEE)  has  the  responsibility  to: 

•  review  and  decide  whether  to  give  permission  to  hear  the  appeal; 

•  hear  the  appeal. 


Appellate  bodies  for  other  ministries  will  be  specifically  identified  by 
regulations  by  those  ministries.  Notice  of  applications  for  leave  to  appeal, 
appeals  by  instrument  holders  and  the  outcomes  of  appeals  will  also  be  given 
to  the  public  through  the  registry.   {Begins  November  15,  1994  for  MOEE). 


4)        Court  action 

The  EBR  ensures  that  the  government  is  generally  given  an  opportunity  to  investigate 
and  take  action  before  members  of  the  public  are  allowed  to  go  to  court  to  protect  a 
public  resource.  This  is  consistent  with  the  principle  that  the  government,  not  the 
courts,  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  environmental  standards. 


Access  to  the  courts  should  be  regarded  as  a  last  resort. 

However,  the  EBR  does  allow  members  of  the  public  to  take  immediate  legal  action 
if  the  delay  caused  by  applying  for  an  investigation  under  the  EBR  could  result  in  harm 
to  the  environment.  Legal  action  is  also  an  option  if  an  individual  has  made  an 
application  for  investigation  under  the  EBR  and  is  not  satisfied  with  the  response 
and/or  timing  of  the  response. 


The  registry  will  be  used  to  notify  the  public  of  EBR-related  court  actions 
which  have  been  initiated  and  the  outcome  of  those  actions.  Court  actions 
may  commence  as  follows; 

MOEE  August  15,  1994 

MNR  April    1,    1996 

MNDM  April    1,    1996 

MCCR  April    1.    1996 


GAINING  ACCESS  TO  INFORMATION  ON  THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL  REGISTRY 


HOW  WILL  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL  REGISTRY  FUNCTION? 

The  EBR  environmental  registry  will  be  part  of  the  government-wide  Bulletin  Board 
Service  (BBS)  being  operated  by  Management  Board  Secretariat.  Management  Board 
can  provide  such  a  service  to  all  government  ministries  using  the  GONet  (Government 
of  Ontario  Network).  The  EBR  registry  application  will  be  the  first  government 
application  of  this  bulletin  board  service,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  other  ministries  will 
use  the  system  once  the  success  of  the  EBR  registry  has  been  demonstrated. 

The  EBR  registry  has  been  developed  to  ensure  that  information  may  be  obtained 
through  the  use  of  simple  search  functions  and  user-friendly  menu  selections.  Users 
who  are  unfamiliar  with  technical  jargon  may  find  the  information  through  simple 
option  selections.  Several  features  have  been  included  which  will  address  the  needs 
of  frequent  users.  These  options  include: 

•  the  ability  to  list  all  new  entries  on  the  ER  since  a  user  last  gained  access 
to  the  registry; 

•  the  ability  to  string  commands  together  to  speed  up  a  search  without 
working  through  individual  menus. 

In  addition,  users  may  indicate  if  they  wish  to  obtain  information  on  the  registry  in 
English  or  in  French.   All  help  information  also  will  be  available  in  French. 

WAYS  OF  GAINING  ACCESS  TO  THE  EBR  REGISTRY 

Users  will  be  able  to  gain  access  to  information  on  the  registry  through  a  variety  of 
methods,  including  modems  and  networks.  Effective  May  15,  1994,  the  public  will 
be  able  to  gain  access  to  the  registry  through:  home,  office  and  select  library 
computers;  the  Government  of  Ontario  Network;  the  Ontario-based  InterNet  system; 
the  Free-Net;  and  the  WEB  technical  network  administered  by  the  Nirv  Community 
Resources  Centre  in  Toronto. 

Home,  office  and  library  computer  access: 

A  user  may  obtain  information  on  the  ER  with  a  home,  office  or  library  computer 
through  a  modem  by  dialling  a  local  or  1-800  telephone  number  at  no  charge. 
Computers  and  modems  are  available  in  about  250  local  library  systems. 


Government  of  Ontario  Network  (GONet): 

GONet  is  in  place  across  the  province  and  provides  telephone,  ministry-to-ministry 
electronic  mail  and  voice  mail  services  to  most  of  government.  GONet  establishes  the 
framework  to  connect  300  routers  in  the  province,  serving  45  cities.  There  is  no  cost 
for  government  to  gain  access  to  the  EBR  registry  using  the  existing  GONet  service. 
Government  ministries  will  be  able  to  feed  information  into  the  registry  and  gain 
access  to  the  registry  using  GONet. 

InterNet: 

InterNet  is  an  international  web  of  roughly  14,000  computer  networks  in  countries  all 
over  the  world.  These  networks  are  established  mostly  at  universities  and 
government  institutions.  The  Ontario-based  network  ONet  operates  within  InterNet. 
Current  ONet  members  include  Ontario  universities,  colleges,  government  departments 
and  Crown  corporations,  research  centres  and  private-sector  companies.  InterNet 
users  pay  a  flat  rate  for  a  connection  to  the  system.  There  are  no  actual  usage 
charges  to  InterNet  users  and  within  InterNet  access  to  the  EBR  registry  would  be  free 
to  the  user. 

The  registry  will  be  accessible  also  as  part  of  the  Government  of  Ontario  Information 
Service,  accessible  using  a  gopher  command  on  the  InterNet  system. 

WEB: 

WEB  is  a  computer  communications  services  network  operated  by  the  Nirv 
Community  Resources  Centre.  WEB  links  more  than  1500  organizations  and 
individuals  in  Canada  as  well  as  having  international  connections  to  94  countries. 
WEB  is  currently  used  by  the  majority  of  environmental  interest  groups  in  Ontario  for 
messaging  and  conferencing  services.  WEB  could  be  the  preferred  method  of  access 
to  the  ER  by  Ontario-based  environmental  interest  groups. 

WEB  users  pay  a  membership  and  user  fee  and  will  be  able  to  obtain  information  from 
the  registry  and  use  the  WEB  electronic  mail  system  to  disseminate  it.  WEB  will 
establish  a  menu  for  access  to  the  registry  as  well  as  a  directory  on  the  EBR  to  view 
the  latest  information,  access  rules,  etc. 


MODEM  ACCESS  TO  THE  EBR  REGISTRY 


This  section  assumes  that  the  reader  has  a  functional  computer/modenn/line  setup  and 
is  ready  to  gain  access  to  the  EBR  registry  using  properly  installed  software. 


Option  1  :  Experienced  modem  users 


The  following  numbers  are  used  to  dial  the  EBR  registry  directly: 

Local  (41 6)  area  code  users  (tone  dial)  ATDT  3273000 

Local  (416)  area  code  users  (pulse  dial)  ATDP  3273000 

Outside  Toronto  area  code  users  (tone  dial)  ATDT  1 ,  800,  6679979 

Outside  Toronto  area  code  users  (pulse  dial)  ATDP  1,  800,  6679979 


When  dialling  from  a  government  or  business  office  building,  "9"  must  be  dialled 
before  the  actual  number.  This  can  be  incorporated  into  the  telephone  number  in  the 
dialling  directory  in  the  communications  software. 

Option  2:  EBR  access  using  RIPTERM 


RIPTERM  is  likely  the  modem  communications  graphic  software  being  used  in  public 
libraries.  It  may  also  be  downloaded  from  the  bulletin  board  to  an  individual  user's 
computer.    If  RIPTERM  has  been  installed: 

1.  At  the  system  prompt  (USUALLY  C:\)  type  "CD\RIPTERM"  and  press 
<ENTER>.  Type  "RIPTERM"  again  and  press  <ENTER>.  Press  <ENTER> 
again  and  you  will  now  be  at  the  logon  screen. 

2.  When  the  initialization  (INIT.)  line  appears  in  the  top  left  hand  side  of  the 
screen,  press  <F10>  to  bring  up  the  main  menu.  Use  the  arrow  keys  to 
cursor  over  to  "modem"  and  press  <ENTER>.  Tab  down  and  press 
<  ENTER  >  at  the  dialling  directory  and  then  key  in  the  number  corresponding 
to  the  EBR  entry  (NORMALLY  1)  and  press  < ENTER >  again. 

3.  Press  <  ALT >  +  <D>  to  start  dialling  the  EBR  number.  The  Government  of 
Ontario  Information  system  screen  will  soon  appear. 

The  user  now  is  signed  on  to  the  EBR  environmental  bulletin  board. 


2.         NETWORK  ACCESS  TO  THE  REGISTRY 

To  gain  access  to  the  registry  bv  InterNet  or  other  telnet-comoatible  networks  such 
as  WEB: 

Log  on  to  InterNet  or  another  network  as  normal.  There  will  be  a  system 
prompt  depending  on  the  hub  to  which  the  user  is  connected. 

For  example: 
govonca> 

At  the  system  prompt,  the  user  may  gain  access  to  the  ER  by  entering  the 
telnet  command  and  connecting  directly  to  the  government  bulletin  board 
address. 


System  prompt >  telnet  192.75.156.92  <  RETURN  > 

The  system  will  then  ask  the  user  to  press  <  RETURN  >  or  ask  foi*  a 
user  name;  if  asked  for  a  user  name,  enter  "BBS".

Choose  one  of  the  language  setup  preferences. 

For  English:  Choose  1  <ENTER>

User  ID  and  password 

A  user  who  has  signed  on  to  the  registry  previously  will  be  asked  for  a  USER 
ID  and  a  PASSWORD.  If  the  user  does  not  have  a  USER  ID  on  the  system  the 
user  will  be  asked  a  few  simple  questions. 

USERID:  enter  first  and  last  name  as  when  previously  using  the  BBS. 
PASSWORD:  enter  the  password  used  when  first  entering  the  registry. 

To  sign  on  as  a  new  user,  tab  over  to  the  new  user  signup  and  hit  <  ENTER  > .   Enter 
name  and  follow  the  instructions  on  the  screen. 

The  user  should  now  be  logged  onto  the  environmental  registry. 


After  loaainq  off  the  EBR  bulletin  board 

If  using  RIPTERM,  exit  the  RIPTERM  software  package  when  signing  off  (LOG 
OFF)  the  EBR  registry. 

After  signing  off  the  EBR  registry,  either  press  <ALT>  +  <X>  and  answer 
"Y"  to  exit,  or  press  <F10>  to  bring  up  the  main  menu,  <TAB>  over  to 
"PROJECT"  and  down  to  "EXIT"  and  press  < ENTER >,  then  answer  "Y"  to 
leave  ripterm.   Type  "CD\  <ENTER>,  to  return  to  system  directory. 


FINDING  INFORMATION  ON  THE  REGISTRY 


AN  OVERVIEW  OF  THE  REGISTRY'S  SIX  MENU  SCREENS 

Information  on  the  ER  can  be  accessed  through  the  six  menu  screens.  Descriptions 
for  each  menu  are  outlined  below.  By  selecting  "?"  for  HELP  at  each  menu  screen 
additional  information  and  definitions  can  be  viewed. 


MENU#1:    MAIN    MENU  -  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL  REGISTRY 

The  information  on  the  main  menu  screen  is  given  below. 

G         General  information 

By  pressing  G  on  the  keyboard,  the  user  will  learn  more  about  the  EBR,  the 
Environmental  Commissioner  and  the  registry. 

S         Statement  of  Environmental  Values 

Pressing  S  on  the  keyboard  will  allow  the  user  to  select  one  of  the  14 
prescribed  ministries  and  view  its  Statement  of  Environmental  Values. 
Beginning  May  15,  1994,  a  user  will  be  able  to  view  the  draft  SEV  for  each 
ministry  and  find  out  how  to  comment  on  it. 

M         Ministry  specific  information 

By  pressing  M  on  the  keyboard,  a  user  can  call  up  environmentally  significant 
proposals  and  decisions  concerning  acts,  regulations,  policies  or  instruments 
(approvals,  permits,  licences,  director's  orders,  etc). 

Appeals  and  appeal  decisions  for  class  I  and  II  instruments  also  can  be  found 
using  this  menu  selection. 

C         Court  actions 

The  C  selection  on  the  keyboard  will  enable  the  user  to  view  information  about 
any  lawsuit  initiated  under  the  EBR.  Residents  of  Ontario  may  sue  persons 
suspected  of  polluting  or  breaking  the  law  and  causing  significant  harm  to  a 
public  resource.  Decisions  resulting  from  lawsuits  also  will  be  available  through 
this  menu  selection. 
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MENU  #2:    GENERAL  INFORMATION  ABOUT  THE  EBR 

The  screens  for  this  menu  give  general  information  regarding  the  EBR.  To  view  the 
information  press  the  specified  selection  key  to  the  left  of  each  question. 

When  a  user  makes  any  selection  from  this  menu  the  information  will  be  displayed 
with  an  option  to  download  (see  section  3);  the  user  then  will  return  to  the  main 
menu.    Information  currently  available  on  this  menu  is  listed  below.

MENU  #4:    ENVIRONMENTALLY  SIGNIFICANT  PROPOSALS  AND  DECISIONS 


As  the  schedule  for  prescribed  ministries  comes  into  effect,  (see  Section  D  -  timelines 
for  the  registry)  specific  ministries  are  required  to  provide  notice  on  the  registry  of 
proposals  for  environmentally  significant  policies,  acts,  regulations  and  instruments. 
MOEE  will  begin  to  provide  notice  of  policies  and  acts  by  Aug.  15,  1994.  All  other 
ministries  will  provide  notice  of  policies  and  acts  beginning  April  1995.

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MENU  #5:    MINISTRY  OF  ENVIRONMENT  AND  ENERGY  INSTRUMENTS 

MOEE  currently  has  prescribed  several  categories  of  instruments  for  the  purposes  of 
the  EBR.  This  information  is  found  in  the  second  draft  regulation  under  the  EBR.  A 
user  may  find  this  information  in  HELP  information,  using  this  menu.  The  prescribed 
Instruments  issued  by  MOEE  have  been  divided  into  three  types  as  listed  below. 


Approvals/permits 

The  MOEE  may  grant  approvals/permits  upon  request: 
(Examples) 

•  permission  to  discharge  contaminants  at  designated  levels  into  the 
environment; 

•  permission  to  undertake  an  activity. 

Orders/instruction/directions 

These  give  MOEE  the  authority  to  require  a  person  to  undertake  an 
activity. 

Pesticide  classification 

Permits  to  use  a  pesticide  product  which  are  undergoing  18-month 
reviews  will  be  posted  on  the  ER.  Pesticides  are  classified  by  MOEE  into 
one  of  six  schedules  which  dictate  the  sale  and  use  of  the  product. 

During  the  interim  period  of  18  months,  while  notice  of  the  review  is 
published  in  the  Ontario  Gazette,  the  product  can  be  legally  sold,  used, 
stored,  displayed  or  transported. 


MENU  #6:    SEARCH  MENU 

The  user  may  wish  to  locate  a  specific  file  rather  than  reviewing  all  the  files  found. 
By  means  of  a  search  request,  files  may  be  found  through  location,  date  or  date 
range,  company  name  or  a  simple  text  string.  The  user  must  limit  and  focus  search 
requests. 

L  Location 

A  user  may  search  by  city  or  town,  or  by  the  next  largest  jurisdiction  such  as 
county,  district  or  territory  for  an  instrument  proposal.  For  example,  if  the  user 
searches  for  the  city  of  London  and  no  entries  are  found,  the  user  could  search 
for  Middlesex  county,  for  information  on  the  larger  community. 
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Date 

The  user  may  search  by  date  or  by  a  date  range.  For  example,  to  find  a 
proposal  from  a  specific  date,  simply  enter  that  date  as  the  start  and  end  date 
(mm/dd/yr).  To  find  a  series  of  files  generated  between  two  dates,  simply 
enter:  Start  Date  01/04/94  and  End  Date  01/05/94.  The  computer  will  search 
on  the  proposed  date  or  the  decision  date.  These  are  the  dates  the  files  are 
placed  on  the  registry. 

Company/proponent 

A  user  may  search  by  a  company  or  proponent's  name  for  an  instrument 
proposal  by  entering  the  full  or  partial  name  of  the  company.  For  example,  to 
find  ABC  Graphics  House,  a  user  may  search  for  ABC  or  Graphics  House. 

Text  string 

A  user  may  search  by  any  text  string  or  file  number  simply  by  entering  all  or 
part  of  the  text  or  number.  For  example,  to  find  waste  transfer  station,  the 
user  can  search  for  waste,  waste  transfer,  transfer  station,  etc. 

Find  all 

This  selection  will  enable  the  user  to  view  or  download  all  information  found  to 
this  point.  NOTE:  If  there  are  more  than  50  files,  the  system  will  only  display 
the  first  50  files  found  and  the  system  will  prompt  the  user  to  narrow  his/her 
search  using  one  of  the  above  options. 
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EXAMPLES  OF  FILES  THAT  COULD  BE  FOUND  USING  THE  ER 


Example  1:    Proposal  for  an  Instrument  (not  a  real  application) 

You  live  in  Dundas,  Ontario,  and  are  very  concerned  about  the  pesticide  use 
In  your  area. 

You  know  there  is  a  company  In  your  city  that  manufactures  pesticides  and 
have  heard  that  the  company  (Wilbour  Laboratories  Inc.)  has  applied  to  MOEE 
for  permission  to  use  a  new  pesticide.  MOEE  administers  the  Pesticide  Act. 


To  view  ministry-specific  information  on  proposals  for  policies,  acts,  regulations  and 
instruments  you  must  select  M  <  ENTER  >  from  menu  #1. 

This  brings  you  to  the  ministry  listing  (menu  #3).  You  know  that  pesticides  are  an 
MOEE  issue.   You  press  A  <  ENTER >  for  that  ministry. 

You  are  now  in  the  MOEE  menu  to  select  acts,  regulations,  policies  or  instruments. 
You  would  like  to  see  what  instrument  proposals  for  pesticides  are  in  the  system  for 
your  area. 

You  press  I  <  ENTER >  for  instruments. 

Select  the  P  < ENTER >  for  pesticides  classification. 

This  brings  you  to  the  search  menu.  You  can  press  Z  <ENTER>  to  view  all  the  files 
or  you  may  search  for  your  file  under  location  (Dundas),  text  string  (pesticides), 
company  (Wilbour  Laboratories)  or  date. 

Since  you  know  the  location,  type  in  L  <  ENTER  > .  The  system  asks  for  the  location; 
type  in  DUNDAS  <  ENTER  >. 

Press  X  to  return  to  the  current  menu  (e.g.  menu  #6)  and  then  press  !  <ENTER>  to 
return  to  the  main  menu.

To  view  ministry-specific  information  on  proposals  for  policies,  acts,  regulations  and 
instruments  from  menu  #1  you  must  select  M  <ENTER>. 

This  brings  you  to  the  ministry  listing  (menu  #3).  You  know  that  groundwater  Is  a 
MOEE  issue.   You  press  A  <  ENTER >  for  that  ministry. 

You  are  now  in  the  MOEE  menu  for  acts,  regulations,  policies  and  instruments.  You 
must  pick  policy,  act,  regulation  or  instrument.  If  you  are  not  sure,  press  H 
<  ENTER >  for  Help. 

After  reviewing  the  definitions,  you  press  P  <  ENTER  >  for  policy.  This  will  allow  you 
to  search  for  any  major  program,  plan,  objective  or  guideline  for  the  government. 

This  brings  you  to  the  search  menu  (menu  #6).  You  should  now  press  T  <ENTER> 
(text  string);  you  want  to  search  for  GROUNDWATER  <  ENTER >. 

DOWNLOADING  FILES  FROM  THE  REGISTRY 

To  download  files  is  to  electronically  transfer  information  from  the  registry  to  a  floppy 
or  hard  drive  at  the  computer  the  user  is  working  from. 

1.         Downloading  files  by  modem 

This  section  deals  with  the  downloading  of  files  from  the  EBR  environmental  registry 
to  a  computer  that  has  entered  the  registry  directly  by  using  a  modem  and  telephone 
line. 

a)  Once  a  search  on  the  ER  has  been  completed,  using  menu  #6,  the  user  may 
wish  to  download  specific  files  or  all  the  files  found.  Information  found  in  the 
general  information  menu  (menu  #2)  also  may  be  downloaded. 

The  following  choices  are  given: 

N  =  Next  Page 
A  =  File  Ahead 
D  =  Download 
X  =  Exit 
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b)  PRESS  "D"  TO  DOWNLOAD. 
There  will  be  a  number  of  choices. 

c)  PRESS  "O"  TO  DOWNLOAD  ONE  FILE  OR  "A"  TO  DOWNLOAD  ALL  FILES. 

Now  there  will  be  a  choice  of  protocols  (methods)  with  which  to  download  the 
files  chosen  to  the  user's  system. 

Z  =  ZModem  (any  modem  users) 

K  =  Kermit 

I  =  Internet  (network,  WEB,  Internet,  GONet) 


d)  PRESS  "Z"  FOR  ZMODEM  TO  DOWNLOAD  THE  SELECTED  FILE  TO  THE 
SYSTEM. 

The  computer  will  download  the  file  and  emit  a  short  burst  of  noise  indicating 
the  file  has  been  downloaded  to  the  download  directory.  The  download 
directory  will  be  the  user's  default  directory.  In  a  public  library,  it  will  likely  be 
a  floppy  drive  a:  or  b:  so  that  the  user  can  download  to  an  individual's  own 
floppy  disk  and  take  it  away.  This  will  be  repeated  for  each  file  that  is 
downloaded  (ie.  eight  times  for  eight  files).  The  user  then  will  be  returned  to 
the  previous  screen. 

e)  EXIT  THE  REGISTRY  WHEN  FINISHED. 

All  downloaded  files  will  be  found  in  the  downloading  directory  and  can  be  read 
using  WordPerfect  or  any  other  text  editor  or  viewer.  The  files  will  be  saved 
with  the  same  EBR  file  number  as  they  are  given  in  the  registry, 

2.        Downloading  files  by  network  (Internet,  GONet,  etc.) 

When  the  download  command  is  selected,  two  questions  will  be  asked: 

Download  one  file  or  ALL  files? 

Select  the  mode  of  download: 
I  =  Internet 
Z  =  Modem 
K  =  Kermit 

Network  users  should  select  I  for  Internet. 
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After  the  selection,  the  system  will  respond: 

The  network  file  transfer  has  been  selected.   For  convenience,  the  BBS 
has  appended  the  files  to  USERNAME.001  (this  is  the  user  name). 

Once  logged  out  from  the  BBS,  use  file  transfer  protocol  (FTP)  to  download 
files.  To  download  the  files  from  the  network  to  a  personal  computer,  enter  the 
user's  system's  file  transfer  command. 

For  example,  to  retrieve  files  under  the  user  name  given  above: 

System  prompt  >  FTP  <  RETURN  > 
FTP  >  open  192.75.156.93 

The  system  will  respond:  Connected  to  192.75.156.93  opened 

FTP  server  ready... 

FTP>  get  username.OOl  or  mget  username.*  (for  more  than  one  file)

TIMELINES  FOR  FILES 

Proposal  files  are  placed  on  the  registry  for  a  minimum  of  30  days  until  a  decision  has 
been  made  and  the  decision  file  is  placed  on  the  registry.  Information  on  the  decision 
is  attached  to  the  original  proposal  file  by  the  originating  ministry  and  the  status  field 
is  automatically  changed  from  proposal  to  decision. 

All  proposal-decision  files  will  be  left  on  the  registry  for  30  days  before  being 
transferred  to  the  archives. 

In  the  case  of  instruments,  the  entire  file  (proposal  and  decision)  will  be  left  on  the 
registry  for  the  minimum  30-day  period  and  then  archived  for  storage  UNLESS  an 
appeal  is  initiated  within  15  days. 

Notice  of  an  appeal  or  leave  to  appeal  will  be  attached  to  the  proposal-decision  file  on 
the  registry.  If  an  appeal  or  leave  to  appeal  is  not  made  within  the  1 5-day  period,  the 
proposal-decision  will  be  transferred  to  the  archives  within  30  days. 

In  the  event  of  an  appeal  or  leave  to  appeal  the  Environmental  Commissioner  will 
forward  the  information  to  the  responsible  ministry.  The  ministry  will  attach  the 
appeal  information  to  the  proposal-decision  file  and  enter  it  on  the  registry.  The  final 
step  will  be  attaching  the  appeal  decision  to  the  proposal-decision-appeal  file. 

When  an  appeal  decision  has  been  on  the  system  for  30  days,  the  entire  file  is 
transferred  to  the  archives.

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1 .       OVERVIEW  OF  THE  EBR 

What  is  the  EBR? 

EBR  stands  for  the  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights.  It  has  been  developed  on  the  principle 
that  everv  citizen  has  the  right  to  particioate  in  decisions  which  affect  the 
environment.  It  is  intended  to  open  the  government's  environmental  decision-making 
process  to  greater  public  scrutiny  than  existed  in  the  past.  Business  will  have  a 
uniform  and  predictable  process  for  obtaining  environmental  approvals.  EBR 
provisions  will  allow  members  of  the  public  to  gain  access  to  information  to  facilitate 
their  participation  in  environmental  decision-making. 

How  was  the  EBR  developed? 

On  Oct.  1,  1991,  the  Ontario  government  announced  the  creation  of  the  EBR  Task 
Force.  It  included  representatives  from  business,  environmental  groups,  the  legal 
profession  and  government.  Task  force  delegates  consulted  extensively  with 
members  of  their  constituencies,  ensuring  broad-based  input.  The  result  of  their 
efforts  was  a  task  force  report  and  a  draft  bill  presented  to  the  legislature  on  July  8, 
1992. 

Subsequently,  public  comment  on  the  draft  bill  from  labor,  farmers,  business  and 
industry,  municipalities,  environmentalists,  environmental  consultants,  lawyers  and 
other  individuals  resulted  in  59  supplementary  recommendations. 

When  was  it  finalized? 

Based  on  the  task  force  report,  the  draft  bill  and  the  supplementary  recommendations, 
Bill  26,  the  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights,  was  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Ontario 
legislature  on  May  31,  1993  for  first  reading.  It  received  third  reading  and  Royal 
Assent  in  December  1993.    The  act  was  proclaimed  Feb.  15,  1994. 

On  what  principles  is  the  EBR  based? 

As  stated  in  the  preamble  to  the  act,  the  EBR  is  based  on  the  following  principles: 

•  "The  people  of  Ontario  recognize  the  inherent  value  of  the  natural  environment. 

•  The  people  of  Ontario  have  a  right  to  a  healthful  environment. 

•  The  people  of  Ontario  have  as  a  common  goal  the  protection,  conservation  and 
restoration  of  the  natural  environment  for  the  benefit  of  present  and  future 
generations. 

•  While  the  government  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  achieving  the  goal,  the 
people  should  have  means  to  ensure  that  it  is  ach[eved  In  an  effective,  timely, 
open  and  fair  manner."

Public  notice  through  the  environmental  registry 

The  EBR  requires  the  creation  of  the  environmental  registry,  a  computerized  bulletin 
board,  which  will  enable  citizens  of  Ontario  to  gain  access  to  information  when 
specified  ministries  in  the  government  are  making  environmentally  significant 
decisions. 

The  registry  will  provide  notice  of  proposed  activities  within  the  14  ministries  subject 
to  the  EBR  when  such  activities  might  affect  the  environment. 

Information  found  on  the  registry  will  include: 

•  general  information  on  the  EBR; 

•  where  to  go  for  more  information; 

•  Statement  of  Environmental  Values,  each  in  draft  and  final  form; 

•  proposals  for  and  decisions  on  new  policies,  acts,  prescribed 
regulations  and  instruments  (approvals,  licences,  orders,  etc.); 

•  appeals  on  instruments; 

•  court  actions. 
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Statement  of  Environmental  Values 

Each  of  the  14  prescribed  ministries  under  the  EBR  must  develop  a  Statement  of 
Environmental  Values  (SEV).  The  SEV  created  by  each  ministry  is  intended  to  explain 
how: 

•  the  purposes  of  the  EBR  will  be  applied  when  decisions  that  might  significantly 
affect  the  environment  are  made  in  a  ministry; 

•  environmental  considerations  will  be  integrated  with  other  considerations  (e.g. 
social,  economic  and  scientific)  in  the  decision-making  processes  of  individual 
ministries. 

The  Environmental  Commissioner 

Part  3  of  the  EBR  provides  for  the  appointment  of  an  Environmental  Commissioner. 
The  main  function  of  the  Environmental  Commissioner  is  to  ensure  that  government 
is  accountable  for  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  EBR.  The  Environmental 
Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the  legislature  for  a  five-year  term. 

The  Environmental  Commissioner  will  act  in  a  watchdog  role,  responsible  for 
overseeing  and  monitoring  the  implementation  of  the  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  and 
each  Statement  of  Environmental  Values. 

The  Environmental  Commissioner  will  report  annually  to  the  Ontario  legislature. 
The  initial  report  will  include  information  dating  from  the  proclamation  of  the  act  to 
Dec.  31,  1995.  The  report  will  focus  on  ministries'  performance  in  relation  to  EBR 
requirements.  Interim  reports  may  be  tabled  to  the  Ontario  legislature  by  the 
Environmental  Commissioner  when  matters  arise  which  cannot  be  deferred  to  the 
annual  report. 

Application  for  review 

This  section  of  the  EBR  provides  opportunities  for  the  public  to  request  the  following 
in  order  to  protect  the  environment: 

•  review  of  an  existing  policy,  prescribed  act,  regulation  or  prescribed  instrument; 

•  consideration  by  a  minister  of  the  need  for  a  new  environmental  policy,  act  or 
regulation. 
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A  request  for  review  requires  that  an  application  (letter  or  form)  be  subnnitted  to  the 
Environmental  Commissioner  by  any  two  residents  of  Ontario.  Applicants  must 
supply: 

•  their  names  and  addresses; 

•  an  explanation  of  why  the  review  should  be  conducted  to  protect  the 
environment; 

•  scientific  and/or  technical  evidence  to  support  the  application. 

Application  for  investigation 

This  part  of  the  EBR  allows  two  residents  of  Ontario  to  formally  apply  for  or  request 
an  investigation  through  the  Environmental  Commissioner  if  they  believe  a  prescribed 
act,  regulation  or  instrument  under  the  EBR  has  been  contravened,  or  is  about  to  be 
contravened. 

An  application  to  request  an  investigation  must  be  submitted  as  a  sworn  statement 
to  the  Environmental  Commissioner  by  any  two  residents  of  Ontario.  The  names  of 
the  applicants  and  other  information  about  them  remain  confidential  throughout  the 
process.   The  application  will  include  such  information  as: 

•  names  and  addresses  of  the  alleged  contraveners; 

•  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  alleged  violation; 

•  supporting  evidence. 

Applicants  who  make  false  statements  run  the  risk  of  prosecution. 

Right  to  sue 

This  part  of  the  EBR  provides  individuals  with  new  rights  of  access  to  the  courts. 

A  lawsuit  may  be  initiated  as  a  last  resort  by  a  member  of  the  public  against: 

•  a  person  who  has  broken  an  environmental  law  and  is  causing  significant 
environmental  harm  to  a  public  resource; 

•  anyone  whom  it  is  alleged  will  imminently  break  an  environmental  law  which 
will  cause  significant  environmental  harm  to  a  public  resource. 

An  application  for  investigation  generally  must  be  completed  before  an  individual  can 
proceed  to  the  courts  under  the  EBR.  If  a  person  receives  an  unreasonable  response 
to  an  application  for  investigation  or  does  not  receive  a  response  to  his/her  application 
within  a  specified  time,  then  he/she  may  go  to  the  courts. 
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The  EBR  creates  a  new  right  to  sue,  but  does  not  create  new  offences.  In  addition, 
a  person  only  can  go  to  court  to  protect  a  public  resource  and  may  not  receive  a 
personal  award  or  compensation  for  damages. 

Remedies  recognized  in  the  EBR  include: 

•  an  order  to  stop  the  activity  {an  injunction); 

•  an  order  to  develop  a  plan  for  cleanup  and  restoration. 

The  Environmental  Commissioner  will  place  notice  of  both  the  suit  and  its  outcome 
on  the  registry. 

Employer  reprisals 

This  part  provides: 

•  expanded  whistle-blower  protection  for  employees  who  reveal  environmentally 
harmful  activities  of  their  employers. 

This  protection  applies  to  activities  which  fall  under  20  statutes  identified  under 
the  EBR.  It  allows  employees  who  feel  that  their  employer  has  taken  reprisals 
against  them  because  of  their  whistle-blowing  activity  to  take  their  complaint 
to  the  Ontario  Labour  Relations  Board  (OLRB); 

•  protection  to  employees  who  participate  in  any  activity  under  the  EBR  (e.g. 
exercising  public  participation  rights,  input  to  ministry  SEVs,  policies,  acts,  etc., 
or  requesting  a  review  or  investigation). 

In  conducting  an  inquiry,  a  labor  relations  officer  or  the  board  must  determine  if 
improper  action  against  an  employee  actually  took  place.  If  so,  the  board  can  order 
the  employer  to  discontinue  such  actions.  The  employer  may  be  required  to  correct 
the  situation,  reinstate  the  employee  (with  or  without  salary  for  lost  wages),  or 
compensate  the  employee  for  loss  of  earnings. 
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2,       RESPONSIBILITIES  FOR  THE  REGISTRY 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SUPPORT 

Library  staff  will  play  an  important  role  in  the  success  of  the  EBR  by  providing 
information  and  helping  members  of  the  public  use  the  registry.  Eventually,  access 
to  the  registry  will  be  available  in  most  libraries  across  Ontario.  Effective  May  1 5, 
1994,  more  than  250  Ontario  public  libraries  will  begin  to  provide  the  public  with 
access  to  the  registry. 

Libraries  which  will  make  the  registry  available  to  the  public  between  May  and  July 
1994  are  listed  below.  In  July,  an  updated  listing  will  be  published  in  the  Users  Guide 
to  the  EBR. 


As  of  May  15,  1994,  the  only  information  found  on  the  registry  will  be  draft 
SEVs  for  the  14  prescribed  ministries.  MOEE  will  make  copies  of  one  or  all 
14  draft  SEVs  available  to  the  public  upon  request  through  its  Public 
Information  Centre  {PIC).  They  may  be  ordered  by  calling:  •

Only  draft  SEVs  will  be  available  from  PIC.  Effective  Aug.  1 5,  1994,  the  registry  will 
be  the  only  place  to  obtain  information  which  falls  under  the  EBR,  which  is  required 
to  be  given  to  the  public.

FINDING  ADDITIONAL  MATERIALS: 

After  locating  and  reviewing  information  placed  on  the  registry,  the  user  may  want 
additional  resource  material  {e.g.  an  act,  regulation,  etc)  pertaining  to  a  registry  file. 
Librarians  may  be  able  to  assist  in  finding  the  information,  if  it  is  available  in  the  library 
system. 

If  the  desired  information  (e.g.  more  specific  information  on  a  proposal  for  an 
instrument)  cannot  be  found  in  the  library  system,  the  public  should  refer  to  the 
registry  file  or  to  the  ministry  specified  on  the  registry  for  that  file.  Information  on 
where  an  entire  application  or  certificate  can  be  viewed  will  be  included  in  the  registry 
file.  Also,  the  file  will  have  a  contact  address  for  the  specific  ministry  to  which 
comments  from  the  public  may  be  forwarded. 

Other  materials  such  as  the  User's  Guide  to  the  EBR  (available  July  1994),  the  KWIK 
index  to  government  services  or  the  provincial  government  telephone  directory,  will 
provide  further  assistance  to  the  public. 

SIGNIFICANT  OFFICES  AND  INDIVIDUALS 

Key  offices  and  individuals  play  roles  in  the  implementation  and  administration  of  the 
EBR  and  the  functioning  of  the  registry.  They  include:  the  Environmental  Bill  of 
Rights  Office  in  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and  Energy;  EBR  representatives  in  other 
ministries;  the  Office  of  the  Environmental  Commissioner;  and  the  Computer  and 
Telecommunication  Services  (CTS)  branch  of  the  Management  Board  Secretariat 
(responsible  for  registry  operations).  The  description  below  outlines  these 
departments  in  the  implementation  and  administration  of  the  EBR. 

a]        The  role  of  the  EBR  Office 

The  purpose  of  the  Environmental  Bill  of  Rights  Office  is  to: 

•  establish  and  implement  procedures  to  enable  the  Ministry  of 
Environment  and  Energy  to  fulfil  its  obligations  under  the  Environmental 
Bill  of  Rights; 

•  facilitate  government-wide  implementation  of  the  EBR; 

•  assist  in  the  establishment  of  the  Office  of  the  Environmental 
Commissioner; 

•  oversee  the  development  of  an  operational  environmental  registry  (ER) 
accessible  to  the  public; 

•  make  provisions  for  the  training  of  ministry  staff. 
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The  EBR  Office  will  continue  to  perform  a  co-ordinating  role  for  government 
and  the  public  until  Fall  1 994.  For  technical  or  general  information  about  the 
EBR,  contact:

b)        The  role  of  the  Environmental  Commissioner  (EC) 

The  Environmental  Commissioner  will  be  an  appointment  of  the  Ontario  legislature. 
The  Environmental  Commissioner's  key  function  is  to  ensure  that  the  government  is 
accountable  for  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  EBR.  Essentially  the  Environmental 
Commissioner  will  act  in  a  watchdog  role  with  responsibility  for  overseeing  and 
monitoring  the  implementation  of  the  EBR  and  the  uses  of  the  statements  of 
environmental  values.  One  of  the  Environmental  Commissioner's  responsibilities  will 
be  to  review  the  use  of  the  environmental  registry.  The  EC  will  report  on  decisions 
made  regarding  policies,  acts,  regulations  and  instruments  for  which  public  notice  had 
been  given  by  ministers  before  implementatiori,  and  how  comments  were  considered. 


Members  of  the  public  should  send  their  applications  for  review  or  investigation  to  the 
Environmental  Commissioner's  office,  as  well  as  any  concerns  they  have  with  the 
environmental  registry  or  implementation  of  the  EBR. 
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The  Environmental  Commissioner  also  has  the  responsibility  to  promote  the  EBR  and 
the  registry  to  the  public.  Concerns  from  the  public  about  the  amount  or  type  of 
information  available  on  the  registry  should  be  directed  to  the  Environmental 
Commissioner's  office. 


The  name  and  address  of  the  Environmental  Commissioner  are  not  available 
at  this  time,  but  will  be  provided  to  the  public  as  soon  as  possible. 


£)        Role  of  Computer  and  Telecommunications  Services  (CTS) 

CTS  operates  the  Government  of  Ontario  Bulletin  Board  Service  (BBS)  of  which  the 
EBR  registry  is  the  first  application.  Information  will  be  made  available  to  the  public 
when  other  applications  become  part  of  the  BBS. 


If  users  experience  downtime,  they  should  wait  at  least  1 2  hours.  If  there  is 
still  no  access  to  the  registry,  a  call  should  be  made  to  the  EBR  office  or  to 
the  Environmental  Commissioner's  office. 
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
